SELTZER PROVES A STAR WITNESS 


He Says That Looney Was Protecting

By far the most sensational session of 
the police board held since the trial of the 
'-detectives began was that of yesterday 
afternoon. 

A brand new witness in the perosn of 
Charley Seltzer was put on the-stand. 

He taiked abvut Looney. He Toaned 
Looney $60, which was finally canceled by 
a gambling debt which Seltzer owed Harp 
and which Harp had transferred to Looney. 
Seltzer said Looney had told him that Harp 
was running a gambling room and making

good money out of it, the tendency of this 
_ testimony being to show that Looney was 
all the while cognizant of Harp’s gaming. 
Several sensational incidents occurred 
during the morning and afternoon, and al- 

together the day was one full of life. 

The trial will go on this morning at 9 
o'clock. The prospect is that it will last 
during the rest of the week. * 


A SESSION | OF SENSATIONS. 


The Afternoon , Session Ablase with 
Incidents—Damaging Testimony. 
The air of lethargy attending the for- 
mer session vanished yesterday afternoon. 
The investigation opened up in full Diast. 
There was not a dry moment during the 
afternoon session. It was the shortest but 
the breeziest meeting held yet. The Baker 
investigation, as far as startling sensations 
are concerned, was fairly eclipsed. Lively 
incidents popped up with every witness.

Would follow. As a whole it was the 
most interesting session held since the in- 
vestigation mania was brought on. 

It-was the general opinion when the 
board adjourned at 6:30 o’clock that the 
afternoon’s testimony was damaging to the 
three detectives on trial. 

“This is all right, the prosecution have 
their go. Just wait until we show up,” 
said Colonel Glenn as the crowd dispersed. 

Looney was made a target for several 
hot shots. Fresh testimony to the effect 
that he had protected Harp in the gambling 
establishment and that he had accepted a

Cason came in for his 
share. As a climax to the session when

Moss on Money Matters. 

Captain A. J. Moss, the handsome cap- 
tain of the morning watch, was the first 
witness called to the stand in the after- 
200B session. He was asked by Judge 
Anderson concerning the stealing of the 
money from M. M. Pafford, the young 
medical student. 

He told aboyt the losing of the money, 
how it was reported to him and how he 
took a check from Blanche Hill, at’ whose 
house the money was lost, for $40 as col- 
lateral for the girl who stole the money. 

“The next morning,”.he continued, “I 
Gave the check to Cason and told him 
that I had taken it as collateral. He 
Stated that we coulidn’t use it unless the 
Woman admitted the theft. I told him that 
she was guilty and would admit it.” 

“What did Cason say to you when you 
' told him to give that money back to Paf- 
ford?” was asked. 

“He told me that he would like to have 
half,” answered the captain in a low voice. 
‘There was a stir in the audience at this 
statement.

“Why did you say that?” asked Mr, 
Glenn. 

“Well, I thought that a job was being 
put up on me by the detectives.” 

Mr. Tye Talks. 

Mr. John Tye, of the law firm of Payne 
& Tye, was called up. 

His testimony referred to the George 
Turner case in the city court, referred 
to during the morning session. Mr. Tye 
stated that he was a friend of the young 
man’s father and that when George got in 
trouble for gambling that he went down 
to try to help him out. It was gratuitous 
service. He met Solicitor Thomas and 
asked him what the fine would be, telling 
him that he would settle it. He learned a 
short .time afterwards from Mr. Green, 
of the sheriff's office, that the case was 
in the superior court. He went to see 
Solicitor Hill about the matter. 

“A few days afterwards I received a 
note from Mr. Thomas,” he said, “telling 
me that he had sworn out an accusation 
in the city court. It was finally settled in 


| the superior court..-The accusation in the 


city court was produced and tendered in 
evidence by Judge Anderson.” 

“Did you know that. George Turner had 
been arrested for forgery and that he 
was connected with a good many gambling 
scrapes?” asked Mr. Glenn. 

“No, sires 1 always thought the young 
man had a good character. He is now in 
McDonough with his father, whom I know 
to be an excellent man.” 

Charley Seltzer a Star. 


Charley Seltzer, the next witness, proved 
a star for the prosecution. He dropped into 
the witness chair, twisted his drooping 
mustache and lifted his eyebrows quizzi- 
cally. Judge Anderson tapped him and he 
talked voluminously, His testimuny proved 
a body blow to Looney. It was spliced all 
through with damaging evidence. 

“In September, 1892,” said Seltzer, “Looney 
came to me and said that he was hard- -up 
and. wanted some money. I asked him 
how much. He said’ $60.-I told him t@ get 
a note, sign it and I would do the rest. 
He did it and I shoved out the. cash. Now, 
that note matured. 

“Looney had rubbed it in on me. I 
thought I would do him one, so I put it up 
for collection. I put it into Mr. Victor 
Smith's hands. In the meantime I went 
to Captain English and he told me that 
it was impossible for him to collect it. JI 
thought that he would have done it, as he 
had colected other accounts of patrolmen 
for me. 

“Will Harp had, I heard transferred an 
account he had against me for $60 to 
Looney. This was a gambling debt. I 
Stuked him and I lost.” 

Seltzer gave an account of the tachinieue 
of gambling. 

“Well,” he continued,” when [ went to 
Looney the next time I found that he had 
this account which Harp had given him. 

He wanted to set off the dept he owed 
me by that account he held which Harp 
had given. When the matter against 
Loon ‘y Was brought up in the justice court 
the affair took that turn. One judgment 
the other. 

Some Embarrassing Questions. 

“You say that Looney rubbed it into 
you’? How was that Mr. Seltzer?’ was 
Mr. Gienn’s first quegtion. 

Tae witness turned red and moved about 
hervousiy in his chair. “I refuse to an- 
swer.”’ he said after some hesitation. 

“What do you mean by rubbing it in?’ 

“t Was just trying to get even.’”’ 

“Ah! Now this is your second attempt, 
you are getting even still, are you?”

This remark struck the crowd and for a 
few seconds the hall rang with loud laugh- 
ter. 

“Oh, I see,"’ said Colonel Glenn, making 
@ nice turn. “You mean that it’ is a cer- 
tainty—this time. You are sure of getting 
even ?’’ 

Striking at Looney. . 

“You said something about Looney awhile 
ago. What was that?’’ 

“I said that when I saw Looney one day 
he remarked that Harp had a pretty good 
game in the Kimball and was doing well.’ 

“Where was he when he said this?’ 

“We were standing just before the car- 
Shed. it was about 1 o’clock in the day.” 
Here Mr. Glenn aimed question after ques- 
tion at Seltzer, bringing out the fact thas 
nothing that occurred that day was re- 
membered by the witness except his con- 
versation with Looney.

“Mr. Seltzer, did you ever take a trip to 
Florida?’ asked Mr. Glenn walking up 
nearer.

“Mr. Seltzer, did you ever see Looney 
in Florida?’’ 

“Not on your tintype,” was the quick 
response. 

The next question of the attorney was 
drowned in the cachinating chorus from 
the crowd. 

“Did you have any company on your re- 
turn from Florida?” 

“I may have.’ 

“How many times have you been prose- 
cuted for gambling?”

‘co-loo as you for a sucker that she wasn’t 
worth much?’ 

Seltzer suid that he did not know that 
positively. He had seen an alflidavit signed 
by the womah to that effect. 

Chairman English wanted some informa- 
tlon in reference to the customs of gam- 
blers in concealing. themselves. Seltzer 
said that they had adjoining rooms fre- 


When Tom Dedd took the stand Colonel 
Glenn succeeded in extracting the secret 
of Mr. Rucker’s connection with the case. 
He stated that he and his brother had 
agreed to give $0 towards employing coun- 
sel and that this counsel was Colonel Tinney 
Rucker. Judge Anderson asked Dodd if he 
knew Bill Hall. He replied that he knew 
him well. 

“At the time you carried the goods to the 
National hotel did you know Baker?’ 

“No, I did not know him. I did not see 
him then and I did not know he was tkere.” 

“Did you take the goods there?’ 

“Yes, I did. I did @ot know that there 
was anything dishonorable in it.. Certainiy 
it was more honorable than Jim Wright's 
taking that $25.”

Other Witnesses on the Stand. 

Captain W. A. Fuller was introduc@l. He

as a reason for the names being clipped 
off, he ssid, that there was lack of evidence 
to prosecute the. men. 

Mr. Victor Smith, who was the attorney 
of celtzer during his litigation with the 
detectives aud his wife, stated that in Feb- 
ruars, 1833. as Seltzer’s attorney, he had 
obtaine? a judgment for him against Looney 
for $9 This, he understood, was finaily 
canceled by another judgment Looney held 
against Selizer on Harp’s account. 
Colonel Woodward Talks of Baker. 

“The frst clerk that I ever appointed,” 
sa:j Colcrel Park Woodward, as he took 
th: siand, “was Will Canon. Then came 
Simraons and then Fred Cooper. At that 
time Ccocper was respectable and his family 
were my friends. I discharged him for 
having a fight somewhere. Next I ap- 
pointed Jud Glenn. I knew nothing of 
him. flis connections were good and he 
stovl all right at that time. I discharged 
hina. 

I n-xt appointed Looney. I did that by 
the request of Captain Wright and various 
others. The next was Captain Baker. I 
have known Baker all my life and I never 
kaew anything against him. He is a cap- 
taia ir. my regiment and I have always 
thoveht highly of him. I did not know 
that he haa anything to do with the Na- 
tional Letel until the recent trial. When 
I appomted him I went to Judge Calhoun 
aod { saw Councilman Broyles, and both of 
tt.em said that he was ail right”’ 

Tells About the Turf Exchanges 

Mr. Andcrsoa wanted to know about the 


turf exchange. 

“There were two of. these, I think,” said 
Colonel Woodward. “One was in the bottom 
of the Gate City National Bank building, 
andi the other was above the Big Bonanza, 

“The council had maed a license of 91,000 
for the turf exchanges. These expired. ‘he 
next year Mr. Jim Lynch came to me and 
said that he wished to open one. He said 
that he wanted a license for tne commission 
business. I told hira that it was wrong 
and that I thought that the police would 
interfere. Sure enough they did interfere 
and the cases came up.They were dismiss- 
ed both by the recorder and Judge Van 
Epps.”’ 

Mr. Glenn questioned Colonel Woodward 

closely and sought to show that Colofiel 
Woodward was wrong in giving the pee 
for the commission business. 

He asked if it was not so that when oo 
proprietors were placed under trial for the 
turf exchange that Colcnel Woodward 
worked in their behalf. Colonel Woodward 
said that it might be a fault with him, 
but that he had always had the weakness 
for helping out people whv were in trouble. 
He said he had seen certuin parties in ref- 
erence to ihe matter and that he had tried 
to get the matter smoothed over as easily 
as possible. 

Colonel Glenn wanted to know whca.gm 
he had_ interfered in the case against we 
officers of the Athletic Club. Mr. Wood- 
ward replied that he had tried to help out 
John Loyd. 

“It happened this way. One night I got 
a message from Loyd saying that he was 
in trouble. I went to see him and found 
that he had been fined $300. As soon as I 
fouud it out 1 went to see Looney and Ca- 
son and Wright. Vhey said that was all 
right; that they were doing all they could 
for him. That is all the connection I had 
with that case.” 

Mr. Green Dodd Questioned. 


The introduction of Mr. Greene T. Dodd 
showed that the prosecution was aiming its 
testimony at the specification which charges 
that the sharges brought out by Captain 
Wright against Baker were unfounded. 

Mr. Dodd told about the recovery of the 
goods from the National hotel, where they 
Tom, he said, was 
in debt to Hall and had taken the goods 
there to pay the debt. Mr. Dodd said that 
his son had a perfect right to take the 
goods away, as he was a partner in the 
business and carried the xeys. He said 
that Looney went with him to the National 
hotel when he got the goods back. 

Mr. Dodd said that before the charges 
were brought out at first in the charges 
drawn up against Baker that he had mane 
an effort to have them withdrawn. He 
spoke to Mr. Gienn in reference to it. 

In interrogating Mr. Dodd, Colonel Glenn 
directed his questions to bring out the fact 
that Tom Dodd wag‘ not a real partner. 
In this connection the merchant gave a de- 
tailed account of his method of doing busi- 
ness. Tom, like others in his store, was 
receiving a monthly salary and when the 
end of the year came he received a per cent 
of the earnings. It was Mr. Dodd’s opinion 
that the charges made against his son by 
Captain Wright were unwarranted. The 
statement that Tom Dodd had taken away 
sugar from the store was untrue. 

Tom Dodd Jumps the Traces. 

The most vigorous testimony of the whole 
day was reserved for the last witness. The 
pent-up anger which Tom wodd has treas- 
ured up against Chief of Detectives Wright 
for connecting him with the Baker case 
burst forth in a current. He charged Cap- 
tain Wright with being a blackmailer, and

Before another question could be put he 
said: 

“I haven’t anything against Looney and 
Cason,’ he said, talking very rapidly. “l 
haven’t any grudge against either of them. 
I look upon Wright as a common blackmail- 
er. I have agreed to give $0, and l1'll do it 
again.”’ 

The excitement was intense. Above the 
confusion Captain English’s gavel rapping 
away vigorously for order, sounded out. 

The witness stepped down from the stand. 

“Il believe that Looney and Cason are 
gentlemen,” he remarked, as he passed the 
detectives,” but the other one is not,’’ he 
exclaimed, pointing his finger at Wright, 
whi smiled and looked on without feeling. 

Mr. Anderson tendered the testimony of 
Chief Wright during the Baker case as evi- 
dence. It was accepted.

THE MORNING MEETING.

It was apparent before Chairman Eng- 
lish called the board to order that more 
interest attended the hearing than had 
been manifested the day before.

The space outside the railing was lined 
with witnesses. The counsel on both sides 
appeared impatient for the fray, and when 
the clock on the other side of the street 
rang out 9 every man was in his piace. 

The trail warmed up as it proceeded. 
The old testimony brought out in the Ba- 
ker trial was brightened up with lively in- 
cidents and snappy questions from the 
lawyers. Voluminous evidence was brought 
out by the prosecution and it came so fast 
that occasionally the stenographer bobbed 
his curly head up from the desk and called 
for time. 

Several new witnesses not heard in the 
Baker investigation were called out and 
relieved themselves of spicy testimony, 

A sudden tilt between Colonel Glenn and 
Mr. Rucker caused some excitement among 
the lookers-on, Will Harp was on the 
stand. Colonel Glenn was probing him. 
He asked Harp a question which implied 
that he had been advised by his counsel to 
leave the city under an accusation from 
the city court. 

“IT see what that means,”’ said Mr. Ruck- 
er, jumping to his feet. “I see just what 
he means to imply. I was Harp’s attor. 
ney, and I wish to say to you, Mr, Glenn, 
that any such insinuation is’ absolutely 
false.” 

The two men gazed angrily at each other,

Chairman English inserted his soothing 
voice: “Come, come, gentlemen.

“I'll attend to that at the proper time,” 
answered Mr, ‘Rucker, addressing the 
board. . 

“And I will, too,” retorted Colonel Glenn, 
waving his index finger in the direction of

The spat was smoothed over and the in. 
vestigation proceeded. 

Carrie Clark Callea. 

Carrie Clark was the first witness called 
during the morning. She gave the same 
story delivered during the Baker investi, 
gation, to the effect that she had present- 
ed Looney and Cason with rings. They 
were given as Christmas presents in 1893. 
She said that it was through Will Harp 
that the fact became known. 

She was asked if a man named Arm. 
strong had ever lost anything at her house. 

“IT remember something about a man 
losing some money,” she said, “He said 
it was $7. The detectives came to my

house and I made up $45, The sneuhiens 
said that they would make up the rest be- 
tween them.’ ; 

In reference to this the prosecution in. 
troduced F. W. Dewey, a young man for- 
merly a bartender at the Aragon. He said 
that several years ago two men named 
Armstrong came to Atlanta from New 
York. They lost, or rather $60 was stolen 
from them at Carrie Clark's. The witness 
went with the man who lost the money to 
the detectives, 

After the matter was reported they called 
again and Wright said that he had recov- 
ered $35. 

“He gave $17. 50 back to Armetrong,”’ sald 
Dewey “and kept the other half for his 
services.”’ 

Mr. Glenn wanted to ‘now the name of 
the woman Dewey lived with. 

“Tl live with my wife, sir. You keep your. 
self to this case: I decline to answer such 
questions as that.” 

The witness was dismissed after an ex- 
haustive examination by Colonel Glenn, 

Harp Discusses the Detectives. 


The testimony of Harp was the same in 
substance brought out in the Baker inves- 
tigation. He told that he had informed the 
detectives about the Aragon gambling case 
and gave them the namies of all connected 
with it. They failed to prosecute him for 
it. He told about being approached by 
Looney, who said that he was hard up and 
wanted séme money. He gave him an ac- 
count on Seltzer, which he had, for $60. 

“How many times have you forfeited 
your bond in the city court?” asked Mr. 
Glenn. 

Harp replied that he was sick several 
times. He did not think that he had ever 
forfeited it. 

“Did you leave the city when you were 
under an accusation?” 

Here Mr. Rucker jumped up, and then 
Occurred the exciting scene in which they 
nearly hitched. Harp said that rather than 
go to the city court he resorted to the supe- 
rior court and had himself indicted. His 
reason for doing this was that he had been 
approached by Solicitor Thomas, who asked 
him to come to the city court and plead 
guilty. 

Monaghan’s Massive Mind. 

For over two hours Mr. John Monaghan, 
employed as assistant in Solicitor Hill's 
office was on the stand. Not omitting the 
smallest detail he gave a thorough history 
of the mutilated records. There was not a 
date that escaped Mr. Monaghan. 

Colonel Glenn pointed his questions to 
show that the solicitor’s office was to blame 
for not prosecuting Cunningham, and not 
the detectives. Monaghan said that he had 
not heard of the matter until the meeting 
of the grand jury. Question and answer 
were swapped back in rapid succession be- 
tween Mr. Glenn and the witness. 

“T’ll tell you where Looney failed,” ex- 
plained Monaghan. “When he went be- 
fore the grand jury he snould have tola 
them that Harp was in the game. There’s 
where he was wrong.” 

It was brought out by the defense that 
on one occasion the witness had advised 
Harp with reference to a case which had 
been made against him for vagrancy. 

Mr. Venable asked for the cause of the 
ill feeling between Monaghan and the dé- 
tectives. 

“That feeling has been in existence ever 
since the investigation against the detec- 
tives by the grand jury for bribery. I re- 
member one time, Looney said, that he 
loved Hill but he hated me, and that he 
would like for Hill to get some of the 
money from tke gambling cases, as Thomas 
mas making ea barrel of it. 

“Looney said that if it wasn’t for me 
being in the solicitor’s office that Hill 
would get the cases.’’

THE RIGHT OF WAY. 


Obstacles to the Alabama Street Bridge 
Fast Being Removed. 


MAJOR THOMAS GIVES HIS CONSENT 


A Meeting of the Bridge Committee 
Tomorrow. Afternoon. 


THE BROAD STREET BRIDGE PLANS 


The Specifications for That Bridge Will 
Be Agreed Upon at the Commit- 
tee Meeting Tomorrow. 


Tomorrow afternoon the bridge committte 
will meet in City Engineer Cleyton’s office, 
agree upon the specifications of the Broad 
street bridge, draw up the formal adver- 
tiseraent and get down to work on the Ala 
bama street matter. 

A representative of one of the biggest 
bridge concerns in the, United States, lo- 
cated at Pittsburg, Pa., will appear before 
the committee and give a practical talk on 


bridge making. 
A great obstacle was overcome in the 


Alabama street bridge matter yesterday 


mcrning. 

The consent of President J. W. Thomas, 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga end St. Louis 
railway to allow the city to build across the 
state’s pfoperty held by that line and to 
allow the Central railroad to build a wagon 
way through a part of it was received by 
City Attorney Andersot. 

This was a great step in the direction of 
evercoming the obstacles in the way of the 
immediate commencement of the work, as 
it not only gave the city the right to build 
on the property referred‘to, but brought 
about the state of affairs that Receiver H. 
M. Comer, of the Central road, has always 
named as a condition of the Central giving 
the right of way over its property. It is 
now regarded as only a matter of form to 
secure the right of way over the Central's 
property. 

City Engineer Claytof! was busy yester- 
day getting ready the specifications for the 
Broad street bridge, which he hopes to have 
ready to submit to the committee tomorrow 
afternoon. ‘The specifications wil} call for a 
steel bridge of durable quality. The com- 
pany that gets the contract to build the 
bridge will make the details of the‘ plan, 
how it will appear when built, and the sort 
of trestle work to be used overhead. 

The committee will very likely agree upon 
the specifications -tomorrow: afternoon, in 
which case the advertisement for bids will 
be published the next day. Thirty days’ 
advertising is required by law, at the end 
of which time the contract for the work 
will be let. There are other necessary pre- 
liminaries that will delay the beginning of 
the work at least two months, but the in- 
dications are that at the end of that time 
the work will begin. 

The committee is working energetically 
to inaugurate the work on the Alabama 
street bridge just as soon as possible. They 
have only to get the consent of the South- 
ern railway for the city to tunnel under 
the East Tennessee road at Rhodes street 
and to build over the Central road’s tracks 
before advertising for bids. 

As stated, the authority given the city 
yesterday by President J. W, Thomas 
means that this has already been practi- 
cally accomplished. When the representa, 
tives of the city approached Receiver Co- 
mer to get the consent of the Central for 
the city to build the bridge over the tracks 
of that line Mr. Comer stipulated that the 
consent of President Thomas be secured 
to allow the Central to run a wagon way 
into the property of the state where the 
bridge términates and just east of the tun- 
nel to be run under the Monroe embank- 
ment, 

The plan of the city is to build a bridge 
260 feet in length. This would clear the 
several tracks in the yards of the Central 
and West Point roads and open the street 
to the open space between the Central's 
main line and the old Monroe embank- 
ment. For quite a distance the street is to 
be graded here and a tunnel opened under 
the Monroe embankment and the East Ten- 
nessee road. 

The Central wants to gain easy access 
to the western end of the bridge, as well 
as an easy outlet to’ the western part of 
the city by running a wagon way from the 
Central depot to the western terminus of 
the bridge, As the ground upon which the 
western terminus of the bridge will rest is 
the property of the state the consent of 

esident Thomas had to be secured be- 
ore the city could promise the authorities 
of the Central that what they wished 
would be done. This authority was deliv. 
ered to City Attorney Anderson in writing 
yesterday and bears the signature of Pres- 
ident J. W. Thomas, 

The next step to ‘be taken is to confer 
with Mr. Comer and with the authorities 
of the Southern road. . No difficulty is an- 
ticipated in securing the right of way 
from both of these lines. It may be that a 
representative of the city will be sent to 
Savannah fo confer with Mr, Comer. 

These are the preliminaries .that’ the 
bridge committee must look after before 
any other step can be taken in the Ala- 
bama street bridge matter, When thes: 
two things are properly arranged the com- 
mittee will immediately advertise for bids.

Mason's accounts. e made his report 
last Sedas. but the commissioners took 
no definite action. The shortage reported 
by Major Houtson was $19,000, but that was 
reduced, as stated, to $15,000. 

“I was county treasurer six years,”’ said 
Mr. Mason yesterday. “I made my report 
to the county commissioners every year 
and every one of my annual reports was 
endorsed by both the commission and the 
grand jury. .There is no difference be- 
tween my books and the tax collector’s as 
to the amount received by me. It is the 
expenditure, and I have no vouchers to 
show for amounts that did not appear on 

According to the yearly re- 
orts, the county is indebted to me about

President J. D. Turner, of the Exposition 
cotton mills, Mr. Hugh T. Inman and Dr.

Messrs. Turner, Inman and Spalding have 
been away some time, and have spared no 
pains to secure the best machinery to be 
fcund in the markets of the machinery 
manufacturers for the new mills. 

They bought machinery for 20,000 spindles, 
which ape to be put in as soon as the new 
building is completed. 

This will increase the capacity of the Ex- 
rosition cottcn mills to 36,000 spindles, there 
being 16,000 spindles at play now in the 
old mills. 

President Turner was seen by a Constitu- 
tion representative yesterday at the 
grounds, where the work is being pushed 
on the new cotton mills that are going up. 
He was ‘coking with gratification upon 
the progress that had been made on the 
foundation for the new mills while he 
vas in the north, and while he was suffer- 
ing with a severe case of grip contracted 
in Boston. He declared that his return to 
the sunny south had already improved his 
condition and that he felt like a well man 
once more, particularly when he stood on 
the precipice there and saw how ricely the 
werk on the new cotton factory was pro- 
gressing. 

“Yes, we have bought all the machinery 
that will be needed for the new mills,” re- 
plied President Turner to The Constitution’s 
inquiry. ‘‘We have secured a splendid one- 
thousand-horse-power Cooper-Cozliss engine 
to give the power for the new plant. It 
is one of the best engines I have seen for a 
long time and will gtve us all the power we 
will need. 

“The old engine at work for the present 
in the old mills is only of 600-horse power. 
Of course, we don’t mean-to do away with 
that. It will be enguged in the future just 
as at present and the new engine means 
that much more power than we have at 
present.
